Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat.

5. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest the apparatus as recited in claims 1-12 of the 
instant invention comprising, inter ailia a one-piece, disposable torquer for maneuvering 
a guidewire, comprising: a top arm having a top distal end and a top proximal end; a 
clamping tongue disposed downwardly from said top distal end; a bottom arm having a 
bottom distal end and a bottom proximal end, said bottom proximal end flexibly 
connected to said top proximal end by means of a flap hinge; a proximal slit defined 
horizontally within half the width of said flap hinge; and a distal slit defined vertically 
within the length of said clamping tongue, wherein said proximal slit and said distal slit 
are adapted to receive said guidewire, and wherein said torquer can be removed from 
said guidewire without having to slide said torquer off an end of said guidewire.
